served as an adviser to the German Hints ter NBUhACTLaa AT 
Tilla del Hevoso.

It. &BSEB - from Saxony (probably Griina), near Chemnitz; he 
is the very personification of the Nazi scientist; had some 
official job in Prague; a busybody and a friend of Hptm KNIBSCHI 
It. WtfrTSCK - an Austrian from Graz; in civilian life: music 
teacher; seems to have been anti-Nazi; had a lot of contacts 
in Yugoslavia.

5) With the EAK 206 was EAT 213 otherwise known as Un- 
ternehmen "JAGUAR" . 

CO - Lt Y/EIDB 

Unternehmen "JAGUAR" disposed of some Russian armored cars ( 
(Type T34) and did operate behind the Russian lines in Hun- 
gary. The Unternehmen was known to have been in action near 
Stahlweissenburg in Hungary. The Ic of Army Group South wan- 
ted to bring this Unternehmen (EAT 213) for line duty as an 
infantry unit. 

6) Under EAR 206 was also PAT 20^ (?) commanded by Hpt' . 
SCHLEGEL, who comes from Munich, a** great friend of STROJII 



With Hptn. SCHLEGEL was Lt. USURER, and Lt. BLEDEREAM, a Volka- 
deutsche from Bukovina, who had been given an estate in Poland for 
hie "services to the Reich". Was last seen by FERID in Belgrade* 
Some time later he was couttmartialed for pillage (2 yrs imprison- 
ment and degredation) j but he immediately desrted to the Rouman- 
ians (Winter 44). 

7) PAT 204 (under FAR 206) was headed by Lt JUNGJOKAEtf, a 
young ambitious man, in civil profession a bookseller. JtJNGJO- 
HAHN 1 s assistant: Lt WOLTER. 

Q) Fats 202, and 250 were transferred from FAR 201 to 
FAK 206.

9) SdfU KR'ifGER was in charge of Abw xl outpost at Tanger 
for a very long time. 

10) EJUITSCHEE headed the Armenian ex-patriates from Turkey 
in Athene. u e was killed in autumn 44 by his compatitors in 
black market operations in Greece. 

11) Dr. OBERLAndeR. An expedition to Afghanistan was laun- 
ched early in 41 under a medical doctor Earned OBERlAlTDE B. This 
expedition was directed to the NW India. Oberlander was killed 
at a point near the Anglo-Indian frontier (?). 

12) UA.ILLIS Alias Hermann 1GIESE, watf stationed in Athens, 
summer 45; he recruited and dispatched sabotage agents (for Abw 
II) ; was in close contact with KRAITSCKEK. 

15) "SOCRATES 11 , was one of M1ESB agents; payed other agents 
mon e y - from money left by the Germans in his care farr this purpose* 

14) Major v. SCHEVEN was in charge of recruiting Arabs for 
GIS in Paris. 

15) v* SCHEVEN 1 8 Athene contact man was a certain "STARKER" , 
a merchant from tfurtenberg, piling up tremendous sums from this 
work for the Abwehrj "StAEKER" travelled dffen to Turkey, and 1>fL 
played an important role in Abw I. He was a. epeoial V-Mann of Lt. 
Col. v.LASSER of the AST/Belgrade. "STARKER* s" official post 

in Athens was that of a supervisor in the Ella-Turk Steamship Lihe*- 
At the end of the war "STARKER was made an assistant to Minister 
NEUBACHER, a special delegate for all Balkan affairs. 

1$) Kptm. WITZEL. Ke had an Embassy cover for his Abw II 
work. A young ambitious man, who in 44 was given a post riith some 
FAK in the East. u e participated in an action which led him 
hundreds of miles behind’ the Russian lines. He was in contact 
with the/ UPA (Ukrainian Anti- Communist Partisans), was 
picked up by an airplane (of Kampf geschwader 200). 



17) Wachmeister ZUG-JSNBUHLSR was originally with WITZEL, 
but was later transferred to the F.O. 

18) Brothers BlATJM; they were at one time with Abw II, 
Gruppe Y/est; one of them was stationed in Spain.

"RtfSSELSFRUNG" . 

21) It was also known that VERMEHREN who desrted to the 
British in Turkey in geninning of 44 had taken copies of all 
the known codes. Nevertheless, it was not until the beginning 
of 45 that the code names have been changed.
